Polishing • Diamond. 


Tbe polishing of a diamond Is a very 


slow process, because of tbe great 
hardness of the material; besides this, 
the work must be frequently Inter- 
rupted to allow the disk to cool out 
after It hns become overheated by 
friction. Each time a new facet Is to 
be cut tbe diamond must he removed 
from the dop and reset at another 
angle, and the diamond cutter trusts to 
bis eye alone to guide him In this deli- 
cate adjustment, although lu the case 
of very small diamonds a magnifying 
glass Is necrssnry. Tbe skill shown 
In placing tho stone In tbe heated 
metal, sometimes with the bare hand, 
is surprising. 
The regular brilliant 


has fifty-sis facets, besides tbe table 
and tho collet—thirty-two above the 
girdle and twenty-four below—but aa 
eight facets are first formed, both 
above nud below, each of these being 
rccut into three or four smaller ones, 
there are considerably more than fifty- 
six separate surfaces to be cut.—Dr. 
George F. Kunz In Century.

cannot see thnt this arrangement to 
tieiu-oy all wbo will not use life In ac- 
cord with tbe Divine will, la really a 
merej ir To perpetuate life opposed to 
til will and law of righteousness 
•would be a disgrace to God and ar 
Injury to tbe 'ioly aa well as to the 
unholy. God gave our race life In 
Adam, but, as bo bad foreseen, they 
lost It by dlsolx-dlenco and came under 
•the penalty—death. Aa be purposed 
before the foundation of tbe world, he 
In due time sent bis Son to be "The 
Lamb of God whlcb takcth nway the 
•In of the world." 
As such Jesus 


died, "tbe Just for the unjust." "last- 
ing death for every rnnu" (Hebrews 
11. 0). This glorious purpose Uod set 
forth lo Father Abraham In his oath- 
bound covenant, of which tlie Apostle 
writes in Hebrews vl, 13-20. 


Tbe conteit shows distinctly ttml 


the Apostles nnd the eiirly Cburoli 
Sreir comfort from 
I ho Oath-Bound 


Covenant, and dearly Implies that this 
•came comfort belongs to every true 
Christian down to the end of I his age 
—to every member of the Body of 
Christ. 
The Apostle's words Imply 


that God's promise and oath were In 
tended more fi<r us than for Abrahnir 
—more for our comfort tban for bis. 


Note the Aji"stie's words: "That by 


two Immutable things (two unalterable 
things). In whl> h It was Impossible for 
tiod lo Me, v<' (the Gospel Churcln 
rulslit bave a strong consolation, (we) 
who have fleO for refuge (to Christ). 
1o lay hold nimn tho hope set before 
us." 


Assurance of Almighty's Oath. 


'Doubtless Abraham and all of his 
•family, Israel after the flesh, drew a 
certain amount of blessing and en- 
couragement from this Covenant or 
promise and the oath of tbe Almighty, 
whlcb doubly sealed it, which gave 
double assurance of its certainty or 
accomplishment; bnt the Apostle In 
timatea In Ibo words quoted, thnt 
God's special ileslfo In giving that 
Covenant and In binding It solemnly 
with an oath, was to encourage Spirit- 
ual Israel—to give ns a firm founda- 
tion for fnltb. 


God well knew that, although 3.000 


years from bis own standpoint would 
be bnt a brief space, "as a watch In 
tbe night," nevertheless to us the time 
would appear long, and I he strain upon 
faith would be severe; hence tbe post 
tive statement nnd the still more de- 
liberate oath that bound It. We can- 
not bnt wonder at sucb condescension 
upon tbe part of the great Crcalor-

Our Lord Jesus was the great heir 


of the Abrabiunlc promise, and the 
faithful of bis consecrated people of 
this Gospel Age are declared to be his 
joint-heirs In that promise, which is 
not yet fulUllccl.

part of God. In that he would promise 
«nd then back Ills word with an oath. 
We answer that every Christian 
ahould know what In In promise is. 
since It lies at the very foundation of 
every Christian bope. 


How can this hope be an anchor to 


our soul In all the storms and trials 
and difficulties «f life. In all the op- 
position of tbe world, the flesh and the

Tills is the pitiable condition of 


man; of God's true children; for tlie> 
are merely babes la Christ, using Ibt? 
milk of toe Word. They tmve nced of 
tbe strong meat of God's promises, as 
tbe Apostle speaks of It, tout tliey may 
be "strong In the Lord and tbe power 
of bis might;" that they ml).'bt have on 
the whole armour of God—belaid 
breastplate, sandals, sword and sblek! 
—and be able to quench the flay durts 
of tuo Wicked Out-; able tilso to help 
the weaker ones In Ibis day when the 
Adversnry Is assaulting the Word of 
Ood, the citadel of the trutb. with vari- 
ous Infidel arguments In the hands and 
mouths of those who profess to be min- 
isters of tbe Word. 


Need I quote tbe promise, tbe one so 


repeatedly referred to In tlie apostolic 
writings, tbe one which Is the basis or 
anchorage for our souls? 


The Apostle Paul referred to this 


very promise, declaring that tbe Seed 
of Abraham mentioned therein 
Christ. All Christians agree to this, 
although they have not distinctively 
and properly associated It with the 
declarations of tbe promise. But tbe 
Apostle makes clear to us that In say- 
Ing that Christ is the Seed of Abra- 
ham, he had In mind not only the Lord 
Jesus as the Head of the Body, the 
Head of the Christ, but'alsn the over- 
coming saints of this Gospel Age as the 
Body of Christ. 
This he distinctly 


states in many places, for Instance 
Qalatlans 111, 10-20. Hero lie declares 
tbe matter expressly, saying: "If ye be 
Christ's, then ore ye Abraham's Seed, 
and heirs according to tbe promise." 


"The Seed of Abraham" 19 the Gos- 


pel Church, with her Head, tbe Lord 
Jesus; as the Apostle states again say- 
ing: "We, brethren, as Jsaac was 
(typified by Isaac), are the children 
of promise" (Galatlans Ir, £8). It fol- 
lows that tbe Seed of Abraham men- 
tioned In tbe promise Is not complete 
and will not b» until the full close of 
this Gospel Age—the barvest time of 
which we believe we are now In. 


But what a wonderful thought Is In- 


volved ID this plain Interpretation of 
the Divine Word! It Is big with hope 
for Spiritual Israel, tbe Spiritual Seed, 
and no less. It means a blessing for tbe 
natural seed, fleshly Israel, and ulti- 
mately the millennial besslogs to all 
tlie families of tbe earth. Let us ex- 
amine these three hopes: The hopes for 
these three classes center ID this great 
Oath-Bound Covenant. Let us tbas 
obtain what tbe Apostle tells us was the 
Lord's Intention for us, namely, stroll? 
consolation—strong encouragement. 


All through the prophecies the Lord 


foretold the sufferings of Christ and 
the glories thnt should follow; never- 
theless the. glories to follow bave been 
granted inuth more space In the Di- 
vine Revelation than the sufferings or 
tbe present time. Tbe Implication sug- 
gested by the Apostle Is that when the 
glories of tbe future shall be realized, 
the trials and sufferings and difficul- 
ties of the present time will be found 
not worthy to be compared; but those 
glories and blessings bare been veiled 
from our mental vision, and Instead n 
great pall bangs over tbe future In the 
minds of many of tbe Lord's people. 


Distort SlmpU Language. 


Many of us bave learned to distort 


the simple language of God's Word In 
such a manner as to cause us anguish 
and distress. For Instance, "destroy," 
"perish," "die," "second death," "ever- 
lasting destruction,," etc., forms used 
by tbe Lord to represent tho ultimate, 
complete annihilation of those who 
will not come Into harmony with blm 
after a full opportunity Is granted 
them, are interpreted to mran (be re- 
verse of what they say—life, preserva- 
tion in torture, etc. 


It is high time, dear friends, that 


we should learn that God's Book Is 
not the foundation of thei-o horrible 
nightmares which have mulcted us. 
and whlcb In the past hindered many 
of us from a proper love and rever- 
ence of our Creator. It Is high time 
that we should take the explanation 
which the Apostle gives us of this 
matter and nf all the errors whlcb ns- 
sail poor humanity respecting the fu- 
ture. He says: "Tbe god of this world 
has blinded the minds of them thnt 
believe not, lest tbe glorious light of 
the goodness of God, as It shines in 
the face of .leans Christ our Lord, 
should shine Into their boarts" (II 
Corinthians Iv. 4). We cannot here 
and now discuss this subject, but have 
provided In the bands of the ushers, 
some free pamphlets on "What Say tbe 
Scriptures about Hell?" 
Should tbe

Mark bow again he typlncnlly 
foretold the blessings of the Millennial 
Age, representing it in Israel's "Year 
of Jubilee," In which every man went 
free and every possession was return- 
ed to its original ownership, thus rep* 
resenting the blessings of the future, 
man's release from tbe servitude ot 
aln and Satan, and tbe return to him 
of all that was lost through Adam. 
Isaiah, Jeremiah, Hosea, Mlcab, have

But If God is to have mercy upon 


the natural Israelite, whom he de- 
clares to have been stiff-necked and 
hard-hearted and rebellious, would it 
surprise us that the Divine, benevolent 
intention should be to bless others 
tban the Jews—others who bad not in 
the past tbe favors and privileges of 
this favored nation, and whose course, 
therefore, was less in opposition to tbe 
light? It should not surprise us. And 
so we find In this great Oath-Bound 
Covenant a blessing for all nations- 
all peoples. 


Poor, Imperfect Creatures. 


"We make Qod's love too narrow 
By false i tandards of our own."
